93/17017 in . final office action do not read on the subject matter of the pages and/or the compound numbers provided 
in the rejection. Mr. Desai further indicated that the intended prior art compounds may have been those from Table 3, 
e.g., 105, 121 . Examiner acknowledged that there was an inadvertent typographical error in the office action and 
indicated that the actual compounds should have been compounds 105, 121. 

Regarding the subgenus indicated on page 2 of the final office action, Mr. Desai informed that claims 2, 40 and 44 do 
not read on the subgenus wherein B is heteroary(CH2)1-3.
